Feb. 28, 1938 

A special meeting of the Belknap County Delegation 
called by the County Commissioners in accordance with 
the delegation’s instructions of August 20, 1937, was held 
in the County Commissioners Office in the Belknap County 
Court House Building. 

Chairman Oscar L. Hoyt called ite meeting to order 
Aiaee tM. 

The following representatives were present: Rollins, 
White, Hunt, Edgerly, O’Shan, Guay, Normandin, Elmer 
Tilton, Hoyt, Frederick Tilton, Cantin, Newell, Sanders, 
Martin, Helms and Smith. 

Those absent were: Little, Adams, Tarlson, Dickson 
and O’Shea. 

Commissioners Morrison, Smith and Friend were pre- 
Serit. | 

The delegation voted to dispense with the reading of 
the records. , 

Chairman Hoyt called on Commissioner John Morri- 
son who presented the proposed budget for the year bee 

This budget was discussed item by item. 

Upon motion of Frederick Tilton, seconded by Mr. 
Newell, it was unanimously voted that in so far as it is 
possible, the names of those receiving direct relief be pub- 
lished immediately. 

It was moved by Mr. Helms and seconded by Mr. 
Elmer Tilton that we suggest to the County Commissioners 
that they publish in pamphlet form the names of those on 
direct relief and the amounts received, and that these pam- 
phlets be sent to each town clerk and city clerk. This mo- 
tion was carried unanimously. 
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Mr. Frederick Tilton moved that the delegation recom- 
mend that in so far as practical and at the discretion of 
the County Commissioners, all direct relief cases be sent to 
the County Farm, This motion was seconded by Mr. New- 
ell. When put to a vote, the motion was carried. Mr. Edger- 
ly was the only member voting against it. 

Chairman Hoyt announced a substitution and additions 
to the budget committee so that the committee now consists 
of: Frederick Tilton, Elmer Tilton, Fortunat Normandin, 
Harry Little, Charles Rollins, Charles Helms,’ and Perry 
Hunt. 

Moved by Mr. Elmer Tilton, and seconded by Mr. 
Norman Martin, that we adjourn. this meeting for two 
weeks. In the meantime, the budget committee is to meet 
and consider the budget and report to the delegation. This 
motion was carried. 

Meeting adjourned at 4:30 P. M.

The adjourned meeting of the Belknap County Dele- 

gation was called to order by Chairman Oscar Hoyt on 

March 21st at 2.30 P. M., in the County Commissioners’ 
Office. 

The following representatives responded to the roll 

call: Rollins, Little, White, Hunt, Edgerly, O’Shan, Tarl- 

son, Guay, Elmer Tilton, Hoyt, Newell, Sanders, Helms, 
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and Mrs. Smith. Representatives Normandin and Martin 
arrived later but were not present at the time the vote on 
the budget was taken. 

In the absence of Rep. Frederick Tilton, Chairman of 
the Budget Committee, Mr. Hoyt called on Mr. Elmer Til- 
ton to give the report of the Budget Committee. Mr. Tilton 
read as follows: 


“REPORT OF BupGET COMMITTEE OF BELKNAP COUNTY 
DELEGATION to Oscar L. Hoyt, Chairman. 

The Budget Committee appointed by you has worked 
diligently with a purpose of effecting all possible economies 
in the County Government for the coming year. The com- 
mittee has met as a group three times and each individual 
member has been assigned certain tasks of investigation. 
Each member has worked faithfully and hard and we be- 
lieve that we have accomplished a very considerable saving 
in a way that is sound as well as economical. We have ar- 
rived at the following conclusions: 

The first item of the Budget—-GENERAL GOVERNMENT 
—trelates solely to salaries of County Officers, which are 
fixed by statute and over which the delegation has no con- 
trol. | 

The next item—Expenses of the above Officers—in- 
cludes the actual and necessary expenses and contains no 
provisions for any unusual expense, consequently this pro- 
vision must stand as is. 

The next item is “care and supplies” for the Court 
House and is actual and can not be changed. 

The next item is Superior Court. The chairman of 
the committee has discussed this matter with some of the 
Court Officers. Any appropriation for the Superior Court 
is only a guess, as the items vary from year to year. What- 
ever is spent by the Superior Court must be paid and the 
delegation has no control. We have tried to figure as near 
as possible what the probable expenses will be but of course 
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it can not be accurate. 

First item of Jury PAYROLLS appropriation called for 
is $4,191.25. We believe that this amount can be reduced 
safely to $3,200.00. Over a period of years the Jury Pay- 
rolls have been on an average around this amount. This 
past year seems to have been an exception. 

The next item “STATE AGAINST ” cannot very well 
be changed although it may be somewhat less. 

The item of CouNseL Fees has been rather large this 
past year and unless some unforeseen incident arises should 
be considerably less this year. We recommend an appropria- 
tion of $500.00 as sufficient to cover it. 

The next item—STENOGRAPHER—1is unsually high this 
past year and can reasonably be reduced $500.00, making 
the amount $1,180.49. 

The item—-CLERK OF SUPERIOR CourT—calls for an 
appropriation of $2,069.70. The salary of the Clerk of 
Court is $2,000.00, a thousand dollars for each term. In 
addition to that he is paid at the rate of $5.00 a day for 
each day that Court is in session. This is paid by the County 
so that this appropriation is inadequate to meet the expense 
of that officer. In addition he is paid fees, a large portion 
of which he takes in himself. It may be that the commis- 





sioners have provided for this extra in some way and con- 
sequently we make no recommendation as to that item. 
The item—SHERIFF AND DeputTreEs—is rather large, 
in fact considerably larger than in past years. I believe that 
this is due, in a large measure, to the increasing number of 
camps and cottage breaks which have to be investigated by 
this department and we can see no reason to believe that 
the work of this department will be reduced to any degree. 
In the Budget for this year there is an additional item 
for a Court bill paid after January 1, 1938, which includes 
part of the Long case. The actual cost of the Long trial 
was in the vicinity of $6,800.00 and really is an addition to 
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the amount allowed in the Budget for 1937 for the Superior 
Court. While the bookkeeping of these items was not of 
the best, nevertheless it was an actual expense. The chair- 
man has looked over the books and they are all proper. This 
must be paid. 

Moving on to the item of Public Welfare, we find the 
first item under that heading—County Farm—calling for 
an appropriation of $25,977.70. In going over the report 
the committee found items of “other expenses,” totalling 
several thousand dollars. At the request of the committee, 
commissioners broke this item down for us and that break- 
down is included as a part of this report. In that there was 
one item under the month of December for $1,176.08 which 
was also charged to direct relief and applied as a credit 
to the County Farm. It was a mistake to include it under 
expenses so that this amount may be deducted immediately 
from this item. Under a new arrangement with the City of 
Laconia the County Farm is to handle all of the wood and 
it is reported that the County will make either four or five 
dollars on every cord. This should result in»revenue of 
several thousand dollars to the County. It was further dis- 
closed that the Superintendent of the County Farm has been 
making purchases of provisions at retail from the mer- 
chants of Laconia. It is believed that this is not fair to 
the merchants in the other towns and it is believed that a 
considerable saving can be made by buying the provisions at 
wholesale. It is reported to the County that the salary of 
the superintendent is $1,800.00, and found in addition all of 
the expenses of maintaining and runnnig his automobile is 
allowed and apparently no regulations made as to where 
and when the car shall go. It is felt that this should be a 
little more closely supervised although there is no evidence 
of any abuse. Taking these things into consideration it is 
felt that the sum of $20,000.00 is entirely adequate for the 
County Farm and this amount is recommended. 
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For the Jain an appropriation of $1,335.33. Over a period 
of years, including 1937, the appropriation for the Jail has 
been $600.00. In the reports for each year there is one item 
at the Jail which has been $110.00 a month until 1937 when 
it has been $115.00 a month. In past years the $110.00 
a month amounted to $1,320. In 1937 it amounted to 
$1,380.00. In view of the fact that $600.00 has been all that 
has been appropriated over a period of years when the 
expense has been uniform and known and has always been 
appropriated it is felt that the same amount this year will 
be sufficient and we recommend that the appropriation be 
The next items under Public Welfare remain the 
same and we do not see where any amount can be cut at 
the present time. 

The next item “Interest”, of course must be met and 
the amounts as given must be paid. 

The next item relating to new barns at the County 
Farm calls for an appropriation of $2,500.00. The Com- 
mittee believes that the barns are as well, if not better, 
equipped than similar barns owned by tax payers of the 
County and does not feel that the farm needs any more 
elaborate equipment. They do need a separator and it is felt 
that with the labor at the farm to do the grading around 
the outside that everything can be taken care of for $1,000.00 
and this amount is recommended. 3 

The next item “Indebtedness” is a fixed charge and 
cannot be changed. 

ALL OTHER PAYMENTS—‘“Farm Bureau.’ This amount 
was appropriated by the delegation last year and nothing 
can be done. 

CouNTY PROJECT AT THE BELKNAP MT. RECREATION 
CENTER. The committee has spent a great deal of time in 
considering this subject. There has been a lot of talk on 
the matter. Last year the delegation appropriated $36,784.34 
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for each of the two years, 1937 and 1938, making a total 
of $73,568.68 to carry on this project. Last year the com- 
missioners spent $40,563.00 or $3,778.66 more than -was 
appropriated. Consequently the committee has deducted 
from the $36,778.66 appropriation for 1938 the sum of $3,- 
778.66 the excess spent in 1937, leaving a balance of $33,- 
005.68 which is recommended for 1938. 

RrEcopyING Recorps |PRoject.’ This project has been 
investigated and the committee feels that it is a worthwhile 
project to finish and recommends the appropriation as 
called for. | 

Laconia SEWING PrRojJEcT AND MEREDITH SEWING 
PROJECT AND MAINTENANCE OF Laconia Car SHopP. These 
projects have been investigated and have been grouped to- 
gether and it is recommended that the sum of $1,848.79 be 
appropriated to cover the three. 

The next item—FEDERAL SuRPLUS CommMopiTiEs. The 
committee has discussed this matter with mixed feelings. It 
appears that at the present time there are four families 
working at this project and that there are about thirty peo- 
ple in these four families, who are self-supporting, with the 
exception of one family, from what they are earning in this 
work. Their weekly budgets are such that if they. were on 
relief, without this project, the County would spend con- 
siderable more than the amount of the appropriation taking 
care of them. In view of this fact, and the fact that so 
many commodities are distributed free of charge, it is felt 
that the amount called for should be appropriated. 

The last item which was an additional amount to cover 
cost of poor relief because of change in the settlement law, 
$35,000.00 is stricken out with the consent and agreement 
of the County Commissioners that they will make every 
effort to keep within the limits. 

With these economies as proposed by the committee, 
the appropriation instead of being for $303,144.78 as called 
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for in the estimate, will be for $250,388.18, a saving of 
$52,756.60. This is a reduction of $37,434.16 from the bud- 
get appropriation of 1937. 

The committee feels, as I have said before, that these 
recommendations are sound and that the economies can be 
made. We believe that if these recommendations are adopted 
that the County Commissioners should make every possible 
effort to keep within it in order that we may not have to 
borrow any money to carry it on. The delegation in 1937 
made a very high appropriation in order to put the County 
on a pay-as-you-go-basis. We believe that it should be kept 
on that basis. It has been brought to the attention of the tax 
payers that they have a County Government and that they 
must take an interest in it and we believe that they want 
to know the actual condition by methods of taxation rather 
than by the issuing of bonds. 

At the meeting on Wednesday, March Sixteenth, at 
which these recommendations were adopted, there were pre- 
sent Frederick A. Tilton, Elmer S. Tilton, Charles A. Rol- 
lins, Perry E. Hunt, Charles F. Helms, Fortunat A. Nor- 
mandin, and Oscar Hoyt.

It was moved by Mr. Newell and seconded by Mr.” 
Little that the Budget Committee’s report be adopted. The 
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motion was unanimously carried. 

The clerk read a letter from Branch No. 32 Concord, 
N. H., of the Quarry Workers International Union of 
North America opposing the action taken by the Belknap 
County Delegation to publish the names of those receiving 
direct relief. 

There being no further business at this time, the meet- 
ing adjourned at 3.30 P. M.

A special meeting of the Belknap County Delegation 
was called by the County Commissioners to investigate the 
affairs of the County and the expenditures which have been 
made by the Commissioners. This meeting was held in the 
County Commissioners’ Office in the Belknap County Court 
House Building. 

Chairman Oscar L. Hoyt Ais the meeting to order 
Bie 2 bO PS) Mi: 

All representatives were present with the exception of 
Mr. Alfred L. Gua 

Mr. Hoyt’s opening retnarks consisted of congratula- 
tions to this delegation for work accomplished since their 
election and expressing his confidence in the delegation for 
the task before them. 

Mr. Hoyt called on the commissioners to speak. Com- 
missioners Joln Morrison and Fred Friend signalled to 
Joseph F. Smith to speak. Commissioner Smith stated that 
he was ready to answer questions or to explain anything. 
Mr. Smith presented figures showing amounts spent by 
the Federal Government on the Recreational Area to date. 
As this part of the project will be ended soon, it will be 
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necessary for the delegation to decide whether they wish 
to continue the Recreational Area and accept the new pro- 
ject whereby the Federal Government pays $199,000.00 and 
the County about $49,000.00. Commissioner Smith called 
on Mr. George Head, a citizen of Laconia, who wished to 
be heard on this matter. Mr. Head spoke in favor of the 
Recreational Area and was in favor of continuing the pro- 
ject. 

Mr. Arthur Rollins, who is in charge of the chair 
tow in the Recreational Area, gave figures up to August 
7th showing the total receipts from the chair tow, the fire- 
places, and the store at the area. He had no figures show- 
ing the operating costs. 

Rep. Frederick Tilton addressed the delegation em- 
phasizing the seriousness of the task before it and moved 
that the delegation authorize the chairman to appoint a com- 
mittee of not over five to conduct an investigation of county 
affairs in accordance with the statutes. 

Rep. Elmer Tilton seconded this motion. The delega- 
tion voted unanimously in favor of Rep. Frederick Tilton’s 
motion. 

Rep. Little expressed his appreciation of the address 
given by Mr. Frederick Tilton, and Commissioner Smith 
seconded the words of Mr. Little. 

Rep. Helms was assured that this committee to be 
appointed had no authority to authorize the continuance of 
the Recreational Area Project. . 

Chairman Hoyt appointed the following committee in 
accordance with the delegation’s vote: Frederick Tilton, 
Fortunat Normandin, Roy Edgerly, Charles Rollins, and 
George Tarlson. 

Upon motion of Rep. O’Shan that we adjourn sulject 
to call again when the committee can present us with the 
facts and figures of their investigation, seconded by Rep. 
Cantin, it was voted unanimously to adjourn at 2:55 P. M.

The Belknap County Delegation met in the County 
Commissioner’s Office in the Belknap County Court House 
Building at the call of the Chairman Rep. Oscar Hoyt. 

Every representative in the delegation was present and 
responded to the roll call by the clerk. 

Commissioners John Morrison, Joseph Smith, and Fred 
Friend were also present. 

The meeting was called to order by Chairman Hoyt 
at 11:15 A. M. It was voted to dispense with the reading 
of the records of the last meeting. 

Mr. Hoyt then called for the report of the special com- 
mittee appointed on August 8, 1938, to conduct an investi- 
gation of county affairs in accordance with the statutes. 
The chairman of this committee, Mr. Frederick Tilton, 
moved that we go into executive session. Rep. Little sec- 
onded this motion and it was carried unanimously. Mr. 
Normandin further moved that after the executive session, 
the meeting be an open meeting which the public could at- 
tend. Mr. O’Shan seconded this, and the motion was carried 
without opposition. 

All persons except members of the delegation left the 
room. Mr. Frederick Tilton moved that County Solicitor, 
Harold ‘Wescott, be invited to attend our executive ses- 
sion. Rep. Rollins seconded this motion which was carried 
unanimously. The County Solicitor was present throughout 
the meeting. 
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EXECUTIVE SESSION: 

Mr. Frederick Tilton proceeded to give the report of 

the special investigating committee. This committee met im- 

mediately after its appointment on August 8th to formulate 

its plans. Clarence I. Drayton, Manchester accountant, was 
engaged by.the committee to conduct an audit of the county. 

The committee produced the lengthy report of Mr. Dray- 

ton covering his audit for the period January 1, 1937 to 

July 1, 1938—and an investigation of the three Commis- 

sioners, the County Treasurer, the County Farm Superin- 

tendent, help employed at the Belknap Mts. Recreation Cen- 
ter, and two case investigators. Testimony of twenty-five dif- 
ferent individuals was also included in the report. Mr. Til- 
ton stated that the committee had not had sufficient time to 
study all phases of the report. With the permission of the 
delegation, he read only the highlights of the report to them. 
Rep. Guay asked to explain a statement in the report 
which showed he had been overpaid $650: The amount was 
$400 instead of $650, he said, and this amount has been re- 
turned to the county. The error was a bookkeeper’s error. 
At 12 o’clock, Mr. Normandin moved that we adjourn 
until 1:15 P. M. The motion was seconded by Mr. Elmer 

Tilton and unanimously carried. 

At 1:15 P. M. the delegation reconvened in Executive 

Session. 

Mr. Frederick Tilton submitted the recommendations 
of the special committee which were as follows: 

1. Committee recommends that no action be taken on bond 
issue—that more time be given to study the situation 
further. 

Z. Committee has been requested to demand the resigna- 
tion of the County Commissioners; committee does 
not feel that it is a part of its function to pass upon 
it, but that the matter be left to the delegation and 1 
that reason it makes no recommendation. 
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3. Schedule “C” of report. 

4. Committee recommends that the management at the 
County Farm be completely revised; that all business of 
said Farm be handled directly at the County Commis- 
sioner’s Office; and further recommends that the man- 
agement be changed. 

5. Committee definitely recommends that County stay in 
wood and milk business for relief cases both on and 
off farm. 

6. That legislative action be taken to the end of making a 
closer check upon the County Commissioners. 

' Mr. Frederick Tilton further stated. that the: commit- 
tee has felt that they are not ready to make a complete re- 
port but it should be sufficient for recommendations from 
the delegation. | 

Mr. Helms moved, seconded by Mr. Elmer Tilton, 
that the report of the committee be accepted. It was voted, 
unanimously. 

Mr. Little made the motion, seconded by Mr. Newell, 
that this committee be continued ‘in office for the purpose 
of making additional recommendations particularly of a 
legislative nature. This motion was carried without a dis- 
senting vote. : 

Mr. Frederick Tilton wished to go on record as stating 
that Mr. Drayton’s investigation was conducted thoroughly 
and in a very fine manner—aend that he has rendered an ex- 
cellent report. | 

Moved by Mr. Helms, seconded by Mr. Normandin 
“that the County Commissioners be called in here and given 
the opportunity to resign immediately.” This motion was the 
cause of considerable discussion including the question as 
to how much authority the delegation had if the Commis- 
sioners refused to resign and what the procedure would be 
after that. A roll call on the motion was demanded and was 
as follows: 
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Nays: Rollins, Little, Adams, White, Hunt, O’Shan, Tarl- 
son, Guay, Newell, Sanders, Smith. (11) 
Yeas: Edgerly, Normandin, Elmer Tilton, Frederick Til- 
ton, Cantin, Martin, Helms, O’Shea. (8) 
(Chairman Hoyt not voting). The motion failed 11 to 8. 
Mr. O’Shan now favored calling the commissioners in 
for questioning. Mr. Frederick Tilton objected saying his 
special committee had covered that and this delegation had 
just accepted the committee’s report. Mr. Tilton further 
said that if the delegation voted to call in the Commissioners, 
he would leave the meeting. In the heat of the discussion 
as to what our next step would be, Mr. Normandin moved 
at 3 P. M. that we recess for 10 minutes.

Mr. Hoyt called the meeting to order after the recess.

Mr. Hoyt informed the three Commissioners of the 
vote taken asking for their resignations immediately. 
Commissioners Joseph Smith and Fred Friend imme- 
diately replied that they would not resign. 
Mr. Normandin moved, seconded by Mr. Elmer Tilton, 
that the meeting be thrown open to any questions which 
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the delegation might wish to ask the Commissioners at this 
time. The motion carried. 

Mr. Normandin told the Commissioners that they were 
charged with being lax, loose and unbusinesslike in con- 
ducting the affairs of the county. Commissioner Joseph 
Smith replied that he was glad to have a chance to face his 
accusers. 

Mr. O’Shan wanted some assurance from the commis- 
sioner that if they remained in office they would comply 
with the delegation’s demand to keep within the appropria- 
tions. Commissioner Friend said that if the commissioners 
haven't complied with the law, it is at least ignorance. He 
felt that any action taken by the commissioners had been 
within the law. ! 

Mr. Elmer Tilton questioned the commissioners borrow- 
ing over 10% above the appropriations. Commissioner Smith 
claimed the delegation was notified of a deficit by the com- 
missioners in July and asked to take action. A committee 
of five was appointed August 8th to do whatever they saw 
fit. They started an audit and in the meantime the commis- 
sioners could do nothing. | 

Mr. Normandin referred to “Schedule C” of the au- 
ditor’s report which shows it was overdrawn. Com. Smith 
replied it was up to the delegation to advise and in the ab- 
sence of this, the commissioners had to carry on. 

In reply to Mr. Elmer Tilton’s furthr questions of 
over-expenditures, Mr. Smith stated that the minimum load 
at the ski project was about 37 to 50 men after April 1st 
but this year it has never dropped below 300. It may be 
due to lack of business in Laconia and lack of work. Instead 
of the number being reduced, it increased. Mr. Smith fur- 
ther said that outside relief is high and he would suggest 
that the outside relief be turned over 100% to the State 
for the next month or two months to see what they could 
do with it. Commissioner Smith referred to the financial 
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statement of December lst, copies of which were distributed 
to the delegation, in which the deficit up to January 1, 1939, 
is given as $116,655.94. Mr. Drayton’s audit estimated defi- 
cit was $223,850.55. When asked why these figures dif- 
fered, Mr. Smith replied that the commissioners had not 
been given a copy of Mr. Drayton’s report so they could 
not explain Mr. Drayton's figures. 

Mr. Rollins brought out the fact that the expenditures 
of the county for the year 1938 are $250,388.18, the budget 
appropriation, plus $116,655.94, the deficit according to the 
Commissioners. Therefore the budget next year will be 
based on the total of these two figures. 

The commissioners could not explain the over-expendi- 
ture of $17,000. on the County Farm appropriations as 
shown in the auditor’s report. 

The over-expenditure on the County Barn was due to 
the architect’s bill of $1700 which the Commissioners for- 
got. 

Com. Morrison stated that they had never received any 
criticism from the auditor or from the State. 

Mr. Frederick Tilton asked if the Commissioners had 
not signed up for further projects at the Mt. Belknap Recre- 
ational area before the delegation met August 8th. Com. 
Smith could not remember the exact date but said that it is 
not binding and that the project can be dropped any time. 

When questioned about the right to run the chair tow, 
Mr. Smith said that he had found out that the Commis- 
sioners had a right to do anything that would benefit Bel- 
knap County. | 

Mr. Guay left the meeting at 4 P. M. for necessary 
business reasons. 

A motion was carried that we go back into Executive 
Session at 4.20 P. M. and the commissioners left the room. 

It was moved by Mr. Normandin, seconded by Mr. 
O’Shea, that the convention instruct the County Solicitor 
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to proceed in whatever legal manner he shall deem proper 

to remove the three County Commissioners from office. A | 

roll call was demanded : 

Yeas: Rollins, White, Hunt, Edgerly, Tarlson, Norman- 
din, Elmer Tilton, Frederick Tilton, Cantin, San- 
ders, Martin, Helms, O’Shea. (13) 

Nays: Adams, O’Shan, Newell, Smith. (4) 

The motion prevailed 13 to 4. 

Mr. Hoyt asked the clerk to read a letter from Dan 
Richardson et al requesting the delegation to empower. the 
Commissioners the right to grant them a permit to use the 
County road leading to their camp lots on the Easterly shore 
of upper Lake Winnisquam. 

Upon motion of Mr. Normandin, seconded by Mr. 
Cantin, it was voted that we approve the petition of Dan 
‘Richardson and others; that the County Commissioners con- 
fer with the County Solicitor as to the legality of it; and 
provided that the road be maintained by the petitioners, we 
authorize the County Commissioners to give a deed or in- 
strument giving the petitions a right to use this road. 

At about 4:45 P. M., Mr. O’Shan moved, seconded by 
Mr. Normandin,, that we recess subject to call of the Chair- 
man.

Dear Mr. Hoyt: 
In accordance with interviews which I have had with 
nearly all the members of the Belknap County Delegation, 
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I wish to outline on paper what others and myself trust the 
delegation may find the time to consider and grant at the 
called meeting of your group this week. 

The majority of the delegation are familiar with the 
desire of seven camp or lot owners to secure a permanent » 
permit to use the road across the pasture and woodland 
located partly in Laconia and partly in Meredith which will 
serve these seven property owners owning lots and camps on 
the Easterly shore of upper Lake Winnisquam. As I have 
outlined in talking with you and your fellow members, this 
particular shore front has never been served by a road 
and, for that reason, has never been developed. Those own- 
ing property there have had no means other than boat of 
reaching their property. 

Early last summer I with others interviewed Mr. Hart- 
ford of the County Farm and the Commissioners and read- 
ily received permission to repair an old unsused and un- 
passable road that some years ago was used by the Coun- 
ty in getting out timber. This so-called road with a locked 
gate at the State Highway entrance reached to the back 
of the shore property before-mentioned and, after some 
expense and considerable labor by the group of seven which 
I represent, the road was put into a usable condition and 
has furnished us a way to reach and develop our property. 
This has all been done without expense to anyone outside of 
the ones using the road. 

Due to the fact that there now exists a way to reach 
this particular shore, there will soon be built four new 
cottages and general improvements made which will imme- 
diately bring in considerable increased revenue in taxes 
and will at the same time furnish without expense to the 
County a road which they themselves can use to good ad- 
vantage in reaching their own timber. 

We as a group do not expect and do not ask any help 
whatsoever in maintaining the road. All we ask is that your 
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delegation may see their way clear to empower the Com- 
missioners by vote the legal right to grant our group of 
seven owners a permanent permit or right to continue to use 
this road between the State Highway and the shore lots 
we own, the road continuing to be a private road with a 
locked gate at the entrance leading from the State Highway. 

For your further information, the seven owners of 
lots and camps which will be served by this road are as

Chairman Oscar Hoyt called the recessed meeting to 
order at 10.35 A.M. on December 12, 1938, in the office of | 
the County Commissioners in Laconia, N. H. 

The roll cail showed all members of the delegation 
present with the exception of Rep. Guay. 

The record of this meeting up to the time of recess 
was read by the clerk and approved by the delegation. 

The clerk read a resolution prepared by Mr. O’Shan 
which attempted to stop legal action against the County 
Commissioners until each member of the delegation had 
time to study the Drayton report, enough copies of which 
were to be printed for the members. It was brought out 
in discussion that this delegation will be in office only two 
weeks longer and there would not be sufficient time for 
the printing and study of such a lengthy report. Mr. 
O’Shan withdrew his resolution. 

It was moved by Mrs. Elsie Smith, seconded by Mr. 
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Newell, that a copy of the Drayton report be filed with the 
Belknap County records of delegation meetings in the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State in Concord, N. H. The vote 
was carried unanimously. 

Chairman Hoyt read two letters. One of these letters 
was from Milton C. Kling, County Treasurer, to the County 
Commissioners on Dec. 6, 1938, in which Mr. Kling form- 
ally advises the commissioners that additional funds will 
be needed on or before Dec. 28, 1938, and requesting offi- 
cial instructions on what basis this matter should be carried 
out. The other letter of Dec. 9, 1938, was addressed to the 
Chairman of the Belknap County Delegation from _ the 
County Commissioners as follows: 


“Dear Mr. Hoyt: 

After making a careful survey of the accounts of Bel- 
knap County with the treasurer, we find that the figure of 
$116,000.00 is approximately correct. There are always small 
bills coming in from time to time, and the amount for the 
court bills is just an estimate, but we feel that $120,000.00 
will clean up all our bills to January Ist, 1939.

This letter was a reply to Chairman Hoyt’s request for 
information as to how much money is needed to square up 
all bills to January 1, 1939. 

Mr. Frederick Tilton said that as we have it in writing 
from the County Treasurer that these bills are due, and 
as the amount will take care of all the bills, to Jan. 1st 
with possibly a balance, he would make a motion that the 
delegation give approval to the County Commissioners for 
the borrowing of additional money up to $120,000. in such 
form as the County Commissioners and the County Treas- 
urer shall deem expedient. Mr. Little seconded this motion. 
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The delegation voted in favor of the motion, with Mr. 
Helms as the only opposing vote. 

Mr. O’Shan moved that all proceedings relative to the 
resignation of the County Commissioners be held in abey- 
ance and the matter referred to the next delegation. This 
was not seconded. 

Mr. White moved, seconded by Mr. Normandin, that 
Mr. O’Shan’s motion be laid on the table indefinitely. 

Mr. Rollins moved at 12 o’clock, noon, that we adjourn. 
This was seconded by Mr. Normandin. 

Mr. Little rose to amend the motion to read that we ad- 
qourn,atel2-30° P.M. 

Mr. Rollins and Mr. Normandin accepted the amend- 
ment and the delegation voted unanimously in favor of ad- 
journing at 12.30 |P. M. 

Mr. White withdrew his previous motion, and Mr. 
O’Shan also withdrew his motion previous to that. 

The subject of the administration of the County Farm 
and the question of the Ski Jump were discussed but no 
action was taken. | 

Mr. O’Shan moved that the County Solicitor be author- 
ized to drop proceedings against the two remaining County 
Commissioners unless there is criminal or sensational evi- 
dence against them. Mr. Rollins spoke in opposition and no 
action was taken as the hour of 12.30 P. M. had come and 
the delegation had voted to adjourn at that time. , 

(Mention should be made in this report that County 
Commissioner Joseph F. Smith resigned several days pre- 
vious to this recessed meeting. )

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of of Belknap County: 

In compliance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Belknap County herewith 
present the annual report of County Commissioners, Treas- 
urer, Superintendent of the Farm and House of Correc- 
tion, Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, Farm 
Physician, Chaplain and Auditors for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1938. 

Another year has past by with the Belknap Mts. Recre- 
ation Area still forging ahead for supremacy as a sport cen- 
ter. Very few of the people in Belknap County realize the 
magnitude of this development and its possibilities for finan- 
cial and advertising value to the entire Lakes Region. As an 
example one week during the skiing season showed a gross 
intake of $755.00 in the Area which will be only a small 
circumstance to the revenue derived when the entire Area 
is completed with all of its facilities. 

A goodly amount of progress has been made physically 
at the Area during the past year 1938. Some of the accom- 
plishments are as follows: roadways and parking areas have 
been extended and improved ; a new comfort station has been 
built which is greatly appreciated by the patronage of the 
Area; a complete sanitary and water system has been in- 
stalled to service the entire development; the open slopes 
and trails have been smoothed out and enlarged. Two new 
Ski hills have been put into use, the Ten and the Twenty 
meter which are proving very popular with the younger gen- 
eration. It is predicted by some of the older Ski jumpers 
that with these Ski hills that in a few years this community 
will develop some of the best Ski jumpers in the world. 
Work has been started on the Recreation Building which 
will be a great asset and a long step toward the goal of mak- 
ing this a sportsman’s paradise. It will provide shelter, 
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amusement and food for the crowds that visit there. A 
large percentage of the lumber to be used in the construction 
of this building has been cut on the project and at the County 
Farm being salvaged from the hurricane damage. 

‘It is hoped and anticipated that if the 1944 Olympics 
are held in New Hampshire that the Recreation Center will 
be completed and will actually be the center of activity dur- 
ing the Olympic meet. Already within this Area we have 
more to offer in the way of winter sports facilities for 
Olympic events than any other community or section of 
the State. If the Olympics are held in New Hampshire and 
some of the major events are held in the Area it will mean 
that thousands and thousands of people will crowd into the 
Lakes Region demanding food and shelter. 

It must also be remembered that during the past year 
that this job has furnished an average crew of 235 men with 
employment. Each month the Federal Government has sent 
into this community approximately $13,000 throughout the 
entire year, the absence of which would have been felt 
tremendously by both the men who received it directly and 
by the merchants who received it indirectly. 

We, the Commissioners, believe that this Project is a 
good investment for the County and the best possible solu- 
tion to our present unemployment situation. It is because 
of these last two convictions that we have in the past and 
intend in the future to lend our services, and extend our 
efforts for the good of Belknap County in this development. 

There have been no extensive repairs at the County 
Farm this year with the exception of wiring the new barns, 
repairs to chimneys and roof which were damaged during 
the hurricane, painting, papering, and general repairs at the 
almshouse. 

In addition to the general repairs at the Court House, 
the roof had to be repaired immediately after the hurricane 
to keep the rain out of the court room and offices. 
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The Commissioners wish to thank Mr. and Mrs. Hart- 
ford for their untiring efforts in making a pleasant home 
for those residing at the Farm; Mr. Fitzpatric for his con- 
stant aid and thoughtfulness for the spiritual welfare of our 
people; and town and county officers and all others who 
have given assistance in carrying on the work of the County. 

The Commissioners extend to the people of Belknap 
County and to the public in general an invitation to visit and 
inspect the Belknap County Farm and Belknap Mts. Recre- 
ation Area.

REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


Feb. 6, 1939 
Beiknap County Commissioners 
Court House 
Paconia.«N- 11: 
Gentlemen : 

I herewith submit my report as Solicitor. 

Perhaps one of the more important matters brought to 
my attention this year was the report of Clarence I. Dray- 
ton on the audit of the County books from January 1, 1937 
to July 31, 1938. At a meeting of the County Delegation 
in December I was asked to take whatever action I deemed 
advisable to remove your Board from office. This vote was 
taken after the report of the Committee appointed by the 
Delegation to study the Drayton report and before the other 
members of the Delegation had had sufficient opportunity 
to study the report. Before I had thoroughly studied the 
report and could decide what action, if any, should be taken 
Commissioner Smith resigned, the Superior Court refused 
to accept his resignation, and a petition was filed by a local 
attorney in behalf of a private client which in substance 
asked for the removal of the Commissioners. This petition 
is still pending. I called a meeting of the Delegation Com- 
mittee and we carefully discussed the situation. It was ap- 
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parent to me and to most of the members of this Committee 
that any action taken for the purpose of attempting to re- 
move the Commissioners would simply be a duplication of 
the proceedings already commenced and an unnecessary ex- 
pense for the taxpayers of the County to bear, and as long 
as the Terms of office of two of your Board of Commis- 
sioners expires on April 1, 1939, and as it was unlikely a 
hearing could be had much before that time, the Commit- 
tee was of the opinion it would be for the best interests of 
the citizens of the County to do nothing further along this 
line. At my suggestion a sub-committee consisting of Rep- 
resentatives Charles Rollins of Alton and F. A. Normandin 
of Laconia was appointed to meet with me and Mr. Clarence 
I. Drayton for the purpose of working out some contructive 
suggestions for your Board and the incoming Commis- 
sioners to consider for the better and more efficient admin- 
istration of County affairs in the future. Mr. Rollins and I 
met with Mr. Drayton and I have formulated the following 
recommendations which we believe you should put into im- 
mediate operation for the better government of County af- 
fairs. 

First: It is the opinion of the Courts that no person 
holding public office should trade with himself. It appears 
from the report that some trading has been done by one or 
two of your Board with the County, and altho it appears that 
this trading was done on the same basis as trading with other 
individuals, you should not in the future while holding office 
sell to or purchase from the County. 

SECOND: ‘All tax money received by the County Treas- 
urer from the Towns and the City of Laconia should be 
kept in a separate account from other County funds and 
should be used only for the purpose of retiring County notes 
issued to secure loans made to the County in anticipation of 
taxes. This fund should be used for no other purpose what- 
soever until these notes are paid. 
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Tuirp: All checks should be countersigned by the 
County Treasurer. He is bonded and it is his duty to handle 
County funds. 

FourtH: Altho you are under no legal obligation to do 
so it would be helpful to the incoming Board of Commis- 
sioners if you would discuss with them the budget for the 
coming year. 

FirtH: County Farm. 

1. It has been the custom for the Superintendent of 
the County Farm to receive and cash checks that should 
have been made payable to the County Treasurer. There is 
nothing wrong in this practice but it is not good business 
and it is recommended that the Superintendent be requested 
to notify the Federal Government and the Towns to make 
all checks for the board of Federal prisoners and Town 
charges payable to the County Treasurer. Checks should not 
be given to the Superintendent by your Board for milk and 
wood. All money due the County Farm except petty cash 
should be paid to the County Treasurer. 

2. County Farm employees’ wages and all bills for the 
maintenance of the farm except petty cash accounts should 
be paid by checks issued by your Board. In this manner you 
will have a proper check on County Farm expenditures. 

3. The Superintendent should render a bill each month 
to the Towns and Federal Government for the support and 
care of prisoners and Town charges, and a duplicate copy 
thereof should be delivered to the Commissioners. 

4. The County is now supporting these Federal pris- 
oners and Town charges for about 90 cents per day. This 
amount, according to the Drayton report, is insufficient and 
it is recommended that the County should receive not less 
than $9.00 per week. | 

5. All surplus milk and produce raised on the Farm 
should be distributed for the support of relief cases. 

6. A petty cash account should be established for the

use of the Superintendent to cover incidental expenditures 
at the Farm. 

StxtH: Gilford Area. 

1. The Gilford Area W. P. A. projects have probably 
been carried on without sufficient authority from _ the 
County Delegation. Your attention is called to the provisions 
of Section 5, Chapter 35, of the Public Laws as amended 
by Chapter 120, Laws of 1933, relative to the spending of 
more than one thousand dollars on the building ‘and repair 
of County property. It is realized that the Gilford Area 
creates a serious problem and it is apparently not known 
definitely whether its continuation is for the best interests 
of the County. This matter should be thoroughly discussed 
with the County Delegation and possibly the State Planning 
and Development Commission could inform you as to the 
advisability of continuing W. P. A. projects in the area. 

2. A cash book should be kept and all tickets should 
be saved from the operation of the Ski and Chair tows and 
a report of income should be required each week. A strict 
account of all wood and supplies sold in the Area should 
be kept and reported to your Board. 

3. No new project should be commenced in the Area 
involvoing expenditure of County funds without the consent 
of the Delegation. 

SEVENTH: Felief. 

1. It appears from the Drayton report that the admin- 
istering of relief is left to a great extent to the judgment of 
your relief investigators. You should not delegate your 
duties. Every application for relief should be passed upon 
by your Board as a whole. 

2. At the end of each month the Commissioners should 
review a statement of the monthly expenditures for each 
family on relief. 

3. A more frequent and thorough check should be 
made by the investigators of each case, and as many relief 
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cases as possible should be supported at the County Farm. 

I understand that your Board addressed a letter to each 
member of the County Delegation in July, 1938, informing 
them of the lack of finances necessary to carry on County 
business for the balance of the year, and that the only 
action taken by the delegation was the authorization of the 
Drayton audit. It is my opinion you were within your rights, 
and as a matter of fact it was your duty to continue the sup- 
port of the Court House, County Farm, and to administer 
Relief regardless of the condition of the treasury. 

All criminal and other County matters have received my 
proper attention and I have endeavored to keep the expendi- 
tures of my department at a minimum.

To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 


Gentlemen : 

I am happy to submit to you my seventh annual re- 
port as Chaplain of the Belknap County Farm. I am glad 
to say that I feel the past year of service has been one of 
success in many ways as I have worked among the inmates 
at the Farm. The response among the inmates of the Jail 
and the House of Correction has been much more encourag- 
ing than same years, but as you well know, it is discouraging 
in many cases. I have tried very hard to present the most 
helpful programs possible at the monthly meetings and I am 
greatly indebted to my young people of the Belmont church 
for their assistance during the year. At Christmas time, 
accompanied by a large group of singers, a visitation was 
made in all the departments, the Jail, the House of Correc- 
tion, and the Hospital where carols were sung and prayer 
offered. 

I also want to thank you as Commissioners for your 
consideration in the welfare of those under your care. I 
want also to thank Supt~and Mrs. Hartford for their un- 
failing kindness and cooperation in the work I have en- 
deavored to do, I sincerely feel that we are most fortunate 
in having people of their ability and training at the Farm. 
I feel that the care of the needy poor and unfortunate people 
of our County is becoming increasingly more complex each 
year and I am sure that you feel as I do that it is not right 
to place those who are young among the older men and wo- 
men where they learn so many evil things, and this in spite 
of all that those in charge of the work can do. 

During the year there have been about the usual num- 
ber of deaths with rather more sickness then in other years. 
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Some of the cases have been very sad and trying and I 
know of no sadder sight than some poor soul dying without 
any relatives near and as has often been the case no one 
at the funeral service but Supt. and Mrs. Hartford and 
Mr. and Mrs. John Morrison and myself as Chaplain. 

I feel grateful for an increased interest in the welfare 
of the inmates at the Farm and I want to thank the members 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union for their 
visitation on Flower Day and all others who have brought 
gifts and cheer during the past year.
